Murder was perpetrated at the Kensington 
yards of the Illinois Central railroad’ com- 
pany shortly after 2 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Fifty people were near by at the 
time it occurred, The identity of the mur- 
dered man and his assailant are known to 
the police, who are investigating the case, 
and up to a late hour last evening the mur- 
derer had not been apprehended. 

The tragedy was evidently the result of a 


prearranged plan, according to stories of 


several witnesses. A north-bound Illinois 
Central suburban train from Harvey ran 
into an open switch at One Hundred and

ment with his hand to one of his companions, 

pointing at the same time to a man who 
seemed to be leading the others. Without 
a word the man who had received the signal 
quietly walked close behind the man and 
plunged a knife into his neck. The blade 
severed the jugular vein and the man fell 
with a feeble cry and expired. 

James Réilly, a tower man at the cross- 
ing, saw the men running and the murdered 
man lying on the ground fifty yards distant. 
Without a moment's hesitation Reilly 
jumped from his tower window to the tracks 
below and caught one of the men. Seeing 
the action of Reilly, several of the passen- 
gers on the train took up the chase and fol- 
lowed the men across vacant lots and rail- 
road tracks until Gardiner’s Park was 
reached, where the pursuit was abandoned, 
the murderer and his accomplices being lost 
sight of at that point. 


Pelice on the Chase. 


The Kensington police were notified and 
were on the scene in less than ten minutes 
after the murder had been committed. Po- 
licemen .were sent over the surrounding ter- 
ritory, but the fugitives had escaped. 

The murdered man was taken to Rolston’s 
Pullman morgue, where an examination of 
his personal effects was made. All that was 
found in his pockets were a rusty razor, a 
handkerchief, and a piece of brown paper. 
No identifying marks of any description 
were on his clothing. He is about 35 years 
of age, 5 feet 8 inches in height. He weighed 
about 160 pounds, had a full face, hazel eyes, 
and brown hair. He was slightly bald and 
wore a light sandy mustache. The index 
finger of his right hand is slightly crooked. 
He was peatly dressed in a black diagonal 
coat and vest, dark plaid trousers, congress 
shoes, gray cotton socks, red necktie, brown 
soft hat, and blue and white shirt. 

The description given the police of the man 
who committed the murder is as follows: 
Twenty-five years of age, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
weighs 130 pounds, dark hair and small dark 
mustache. He was attired in a black single- 
breasted coat, light trousers, light negligée 
shirt, white straw hat with dark band, and 
a red necktie, 


Victim Is a Stranger. 

The murdered man is evidently a stranger 
in the vicinity in which he met his death, as 
no one who viewed the remains at the 
morgue remembered seeing him in Kensing- 


ton before.

The truce is at least temporary at Spring 
Valley.

The dog, a large Engiish bulldog, was first 
seen on Wellington street, near the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul tracks, snapping at 
a blanket hanging on a bitchimg post. Froth 
was drippmg from its jaws and its vicious 
enaris soon attracted attention. Between 
Lincoln avenue and Perry street Wellington 
street was crowded with the people who had 
come out on account of the heat. 

Some one raised the cry of mad dog!“ 
and a panic ensued. At the same time the 
dog started to run east on Weliington street, 
enapping and snarling at everything. 

Mrs. Frank Kerz had been visiting a neigh- 
bor and came down the steps as the dog came 
up. It seiged her by the left leg, inflictmg 
serious wounds in the calf. Mrs. Kerz 
screamed with pain and the dog ran away. 
Mrs. Bates witnessed the dog’s attack on her 
from the opposite side of the street. Her 
children were playing on the front steps of her 
home and she ran across to protect them. The 
dog ran after and seized ber by the right arm, 
tearing a piece from it, 

The animal next leaped into a yard where 
two other children were at play, but did 
not molest them. 
again it kept on eastward, snapping at gate- 

sts and biting up great mouthfuls of rub- 

ish as it ran. 

There was great excitement in the street, 
for women’ were screaming and children cry- 
ing. The dog ran south on Lincoln avenue 
and toward Smith. The animal leaped at him 
and bit him in the hand. But he caught hold 
of its throat and an to choke it. Smith 
did not iet.go until he had strangled it. 

A crowd gathered around him and watched 
the struggle. When the d was dead the 
crowd applauded in approvul. Smith’s hand

HUNTS KEROSENE WITH A MATCH. 


J. M. Meyer Finds It and Catches on Fire- 
The Building Burns. 


A fire at Thirty-first and Dearborn stree ts 
about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon did 812, 
000 damage and injured one man. 

The fire started in the grocery of Joseph M. 
Meyer, Na. 3031 Dearborn street, burning 
the rear of the store, damaging six flats above, 
and destroying two houses in the rear. The 
injured man is Joseph M. Meyer, 58 years 
old, who was burned about the lower limbs 


and feet. 1 f 

Meyer was in the rear of the store filling a 
can with kerosene, and in order to see he held 
a lighted match. The oilignited. Mrs. John 
W. Brewer, who lived in the rear, rushed in 
and attempted to put out the flames with a 
blanket, but they had progressed too far. 
Meyer’s clothes were burning, being saturated 
with the fluid. He fled to the engine-house at 
the corner, the flames enveloping him, There 
they were extinguished, but Meyer was seri- 
ously burned. / 

During the fire a sneak thief entered the flat 
of D. E. Brown and stole a gold watch be- 
longing to Mrs. Brown vaiued at $50, a 
diamond ring valued at $30, and a pocket- 
book containing $7. A negro known as 
„Black Henry anda member of the gang 
known as the Dirty Dozen is suspected, 
as he wae seen about the place, The police 
are looking for him. 

The store occupied by Meyer was damaged 
to the extent of $500; insured for $600. .In 
almost an instant tne flames shot up the rear 
of the building and destroyed the 
back porches of the flats above and totally de- 
molished the rear rooms and kitchens. 

Kerosene flowed out of the rear door of 
Meyer’s store and ignited two frame build- 
ings on the alley. They were both destroyed. 
The flames spread to the frame house, No, 
Mrs. M. 
Cunningham, damaging the building to the 
extent of $100, covered by insurance, and the 
contents, $100;also insured. The building 
was occupied by Mrs. Lucie Wickliffe, up- 
staire, and Mrs. Georgie Reilly, down-stairs. 

The building at Nos. 3031 and 30338, a six- 
story brick, owned by Raphael Goldstein, No. 
707 Milwaukee avenue, was damaged to the 
extent of $5,000. Insurance $7,000. 

No, 3033 was occupied as a market by 
Isaac Cadden. The damage to meats, vegeta. 
bies, aud furniture from fire and water was 
$300; no insurance.

Public Library Board Closes the Gross 
‘tet 

Victor Kremer is a druggist at Gross Park, 
who has been a thrifty agent of the Chicago 
Public Library, His thrift was reported to 
the library board at a Meeting yesterday 
afternoon. As a result he lost his position as 
the Gross Park representative of the Public 
Library, and until the board can find another 
location for its Gross Park station the resi- 
dents of that suburb must some to the main 
office for their books. 9 

The station agents of the library are com- 
pensated by the amount of business they 
transact. Twenty dollars is given for the 
first thousand books used by the subscribers 
of the station each month, and one cent for 
every book over the thousand. 

Last fall Secretary Hill discovered Mr. 
Kremer was retaining a number of subscrib- 
ere’ cards and drawing out books on them at 
regular intervals. Kremer was called before 
the board and promised not to attempt to 
swell the business of his office iy such a man- 
ner again. He was reprimanded and contin- 
ued in charge of the station. 

There is always a falling off in the num ber 
of books taken from the library in the sum. 
mer months. Secretary Hill discovered that 
Gross Park during July was an exception to 
the rule, that in fact it had 4 its num- 
ber of books without a corresponding in- 
crease in the number of subscribers. "He in- 
vestigated the business of the Gross Park 
agent and found a number of residents of 
that locality who were off on summer vaca- 
tion had left their subseribers’ cards, as the 
rules of the library require, with the agent. 

Instead of turaing them into the office of 
the Secretary, Kremer, it was alleged, was 
drawing out books on them. Secretary Hil 
secured a package of the carde and laid them 
before a meeting of the board Saturday after- 
noon and recommended that Kremer dis- 
charged as the Grose Park nt of the 
library ; that no * 2 m for July; 
and that the agency there be closed until an- 
other location can be secured, board 
man ee agreed to such an order being 
entered, 

Nothing but routine business was then trans- 
acted by the board.

On the White River, eight miles from Camp 
A-Pee, in Arizona, has been found a remarkable 
cave.

They found thousands of human bones, indicat- 
ing that people might have been smothered there 
long ago. Some of them were in crevices just 
large enough to admit a hnman body.

The White 
Mountain Arapahoes are 
about the cave, and say that within it there is a 
large tank of water. The visitors found no 
water, but intend to explore it further.—Boston 
Transcript.

The Swiss System of Electing Aldermen. 

Chicago, Aug. 5.—{Editor of fhe Tribune. — 
The numerous editoscials which have appeared 
in your paper recentiy, and particularly the one 
in Sunday's issue, are well calculated to awaken 
the people of the city to the importance of re- 
form the City Council. It is unquestionably 
true t such Councils as we ave lately 
seen in this city are demoralizing public 
Opinion and dri public authority 
inte disrepute, for it is dut natural the people 
should come to haveacontempt for the law 
when the men who make it are contemptible. 


You are doing good work in calling upon those 
“of our citizens who have enough sense to see 


whither we are drifting, and enough decency to 
admit it. to take city politics in hand and train 
the city in the way in which it should go, It is 
pitifui, indeed, that a city which could build the 
White City“ cannot man its own affairs. 
You. are right in say it is impossible to 
gerry mander the city in such a way the vote 
of the good citizen will have as mach power as 
the votes of half a dozen bad citizens. Neither 


would it be honest to effect such an arrangement. 


Popular government requires the enfranchise- 
ment of all the citizens. If order can- 
not survive under such circumstances 
then popular government is impossibie. But 
we need not despair for free government 
until we bave tried every means of obtaining it. 
While we have clung stupidly to an antiquated 
system of electing representatives, the Swiss 
people have tried and adopted a method which, 
meets with the approval of all citizens after four 
years’ use. And this system differs so little, in- 
sofaras the voter is concerned, from what we 
now have that it could readily be introduced 
here. The principal requirements of the Swiss 
system are: 

1, The Aldermen shall be elected from the city 
at large. 

2. Any party or group of voters entitled to 
nominate candidates, either in convention or by 
petition. may place the hames of its candidates 
on the official ballot. ' 

3. Each voter has as many votes as there are 
Aldermen to be elected, which he may distribute 
as be pleases among the candidates, the votes 
counting individually for the candidates and for 
the parties to which they belong. (These three 
provisions are now observed in the election of 
County Commissioners.) 

4. The sum of all the votes cast is divided by 
the number of Aldermen to be elected and the 

notient is the quota nocessary to elect one Al- 

erman, 

5. Each party is allotted as many Aldermén as 
the quota is contained times in its vote. 

6. The successful candidates are taken from 
space peopentive tickets in the order of their 

andi 


ng. 
7. Should a vacancy occur during a term of of- 


fice the remainder of the term is served by the 
candidate of the same party. whose vote was 
bighest of those not at first chosen. 

t might also be provided that no party should 
nominate two candidates from the same ward. 
This would compel the large parties at least to 
nominate a candidate in each ward of thevity. 

The advantages of this system will be appar- 
ent upon a momént’s reflection. The voter, in- 
stead of being cooped up ina little political pen, 
as at present, where he must vote for whom ever 
is presented for his suffrage or not at all. will be 
privileged to survey the whole fizid and select 
such meu as he sees fit. He can vote for the can- 
didate in his own wardif be chooses, but if that 
worthy does not meet with his approval he can 
cast it for other candidates who do.

Another bold offender, according to In- 
spector May,is the Illinois Steel company, 
which has abandoned the use of oil asa fuel 
tor thirty-five boilers in its Bridgeport plant 
and is firing with soft coal, although no 
smuke-consuming device has been put in. 


Oil was adopted for fuel purposes in this mill 
a year ego after a vigorous contest between 
the city and the company, many complaints 
having been made of the clouds of emoke and 
soot f rom the chimneys of the big plant. It 
cost considerable money and great effort to 
secure the change from soft coal and now In- 
spector May does not intend to lose the fruits 
of victory without a big fight. The chief 
violators whe are down on Mr. May’s list for 
punishment are:

For Over Nine Years Ther} Has Been 
Buried in the Archives of the Council 
an Ordinance Giving Chicago the Right 
te Open Six Highways Across the

For over nine years the City of Chicago has 


had authority to open six highways across the 


tracks of the Illinois Central Railway between 
Randolph and Twelfth street, but it was se- 
curely hidden away in the records of the City 
Council, where it remained unseen through 
all the controversy until brought to light by 
Commissioner Kent yesterday. Jan. 4, 1886, 
the Council passed by the decisive vote of 27 
to 5 the following ordinance, which at once 
became operative and has never been re- 
pealed:

What Dr. Nordau 
calls the Economic Lie might have. been 
hatched out of a perusal of some of Ruskin's 
later writings ;his chapter on the Political 
Lie sounds at times curiously like Carlyle;

ih announcements and the improvement in 
bother markets are considered. September 
ce ‘wheat opened steady at the last prices of 


the previous day. Cables were firm, and 
there was more talk of wet weather in the 
Northwest and of the failure of some of 
the new spring wheat to grade satisfactor- 


ny. A little coterie of local traders, in- 


cluding Dunn, Pringle, Mitchell, and others, 
was persistently bullish. On the early an- 
nouncements, the efforts of this clique and 
strength displayed by corn September sold 
as high as 68%c. Changes were frequent 
within a narrow range, but at the close 68c 
was bid. The bearish considerations were 
not numerous. Exports were disappoint- 
ing at 102,000 bu wheat and flour, of which 
only 13,000 bu was in wheat.

Property-owners on 8 avenue are 
in a quandary. They are pretty well con- 
vinced that the Union Loop company will 
sooner or later secure enough consents to 
permit the construction of the Wabash ave- 
nue side of the loop.

good man y property-owners 

ther than ot objection to sign without some 
cash recompense. The only difference be- 
tween them and the company is the amount 
they will receive for their signatures. A 
number of property-owners have already re- 
ceived varying sums and while they are 
not ostensibly paid for their signatures that 
is really all it amounts to. An agreement 
is made to pay them a certain amount per 
front foot for the inconvenience and dis- 
turbance to their business which will re- 
sult from the tearing up of the street and 
construction of the elevated tracks. The 
payment is made in lieu of damages and is 
specifically not for the owner’s signature. 
The amount which has been paid varies 
widely. Some property-oOwners claim to 
have gotten $100 a foot, others have ac- 


for much more than the larger figures. The 
trouble with the property-owners’ position 
and the difficulty which they fully recog- 
nize is that the moment the company se- 
cures consents covering half the frontage 
the consents of the remaining property- 
owners will be of no value Whatever, and 
they will have to submit to the construction 
of the road without getting any share of 
the toll which is being levied on the com- 
pany. The property-owners are anxious to 
keep tab on just where the company stands 
and when they are convinced the number of 
consents obtained is almost Sufficient there 
is likely to be a rush of signatures in order 
to get what there is out ot it The elevated 
company is non-committal, declining to 
say how much frontage it still lacks. Offi- 
cers of the company are confident, however, 
of ultimately securing the frontage and they 
seem to have complete faith the loop will be 
built. 

The increased business that might be 
brought to the elevated railroads by the 
building of feeders is illustrated in the pro- 
portion of traffic which originates on the 
Sixty-third street branch of the Alley Ele- 
vated. The cost of building the Sixty-third 
street line was but a small part of the total 
cost of the road, the right of way costing 
nothing on that portion. The proportion of 
traffic which originates on the line is much 
larger than the proportionate cost of the 
line. With an extension to Englewood the 
same rule would apply with much greater 
force. In that case the feeder would termi- 
nate in a popular center and the traffic which 
would originate on the feeders would un- 
doubtedly be out ot all proportion with the 
expenditure.

It is one of the excellent Yankee notions 
of New England, collection of vital sta- 
tistics in a thorough and comprehensive 
manner, Those for 1892 have just been 
printed and contain some interesting infor- 
mation.

In this urban group the marriage rate 
per annum is twenty-one in the thousand, 
the birth rate thirty, and the death rate 
twenty-one, while in the rural group the 
marriage rate is sixteen in the thousand, 
the birth rate twenty, and the death rate 
nineteen. While the death rate in the cities 
is higher than in the country, yet a greater 
marriage and birth rate tends to bring about 
an increase in population greater than in the 
country districts. It is also found from the 
mortality lists that the city people are much 
more likely to die from measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, typhoid fever, cholera in- 
fantum, consumption, and _ bronchitis 
than those in the country, while the latter 
| are more likely to die from pneumonia than 
the former. The country people on the 
whole have the best of it, for year in and 
year out 106 people die in the city to 94 in the 
country. g

TWO WOMEN MURDERERS. ‘ 

Two women, one in New York and the 
other in Georgia, have been found guilty of 
murder, and will be put to death soon if ex- 
ecutive clemericy does not save them. The 
New York case is a familiar one. It is that 
ot the Italian girl, Maria Barberi, who, 


having been abandoned and treated with 


contumely by the man who had seduced 
her, stabbed him. Gov. Morton is being 
deluged with petitions to save her from the 
electric chair on the ground that it is ab- 
horrent to civilization to put a woman to 
death, and on the ground that the verdict 
Was an unjust one. 

There should not be one law for men and 
another for women, say the petitioners. If 
this girl’s father or brother had killed her 
betrayer no jury would have sentenced him 
to death. The punishment, if any, would 
have been slight. The other day a, Ken- 
tucky husband killed his wife and her par- 
amour, and the jury brought in a verdict 
of justifiable homicide. If a New York hus- 
band kills the destroyer of his domestic 
happiness he escapes, Why should not a 
woman under similar circumstances? Many 
of the women who have asked for execu- 
tive interference in this Barberi case seem 


to be of the opinion that on the whole her 


conduct was rather praiseworthy. But that 
must be the view of the “new woman” 
rather than of the old-fashioned one. 

The Georgia case is quite different. Mrs. 
Debbie Nobles, an old woman, was con- 
victed of murdering her husband and was 
sentenced to be hanged therefor. At an 
earlier day a murder of this kind was desig- 
nated petit treason, and the woman was 
burned. But in spite of the gravity of the 
offense the Governor of Georgia is being del- 
uged with petitions asking him to save the 
“erring sister's“ life.

vitality. For some time no hopes of his re- 
covery have been entertained. 

Prior to his appointment to a Circuit 
Court Judgeship by President Cleveland 
during his first term Justice Jackson had 
been a Tennessee State Judge and had 
made an execellent repufation for himself 
there. He displayed such high judicial qual- 
ifications in his new position that when 
Justice Lamar died and President Harrison 
had to fill the vacancy, he appointed the 
Democratic Circuit Judge. The ex-Presi- 
dent had served with Judge Jackson in the 
Senate, and was on very friendly terms with 
him, but he would not have put him on the 
Supreme Court bench if he had not formed 
a very high opinion of his judicial ability. 
He did not take his seat until March of 
1893, and signs of ill-health began showing 
themselves soon thereafter, so that he did 
not have a fair opportunity to make a rec- 
ord in his new field of labor. 

President Cleveland has already appoint- 
ed one Supreme Court Judge during his 
present term. Justice Jackson's death 
makes it necessary for him to appoint an- 
other. The Circuit over which the latter 
presided is made up of the States of Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, and 
Texas. Thtre is no likelihood, however, of 
the new Justice being taken from one of 
these. When Judge Blatchford died, whose 
circuit comprised New York, Connecticut, 
and Vermont, President Cleveland, follow- 
lj ing the precedents, nominated first Mr. 
Hornblower and then Mr. Peckham, both 


by a Democratic Senate at the instance of 
Senator Hill, who alleged that the nom- 
inees were personally offensive to him. 

Thereupon Mr. Cleyeland got angry and 

sent in the name of Senator White of 
Louisiana, who was confirmed promptly. 
Since then active hostilities between the 
Senator and the President have ceased, 
and it is possible that the former would 
‘not seek to prevent tHe confirmation of a 
New York lawyer, even if he had been an 
“anti-snapper.’’ Doubtless, other things be- 
ing equal, the President would rather give 
New York the appointment. 

It is stated in the Washington dispatches 
that Secretary Carlisle’s friends are dis- 
posed to urge him for the position and that 
he would not be unwilling to acceptit. Itis 
understood also that the President has been 
inclined for some time to give him a Su- 
preme Court Judgeship if he had a good op- 
portunity to do so and that he would not’ 
hesitate to do so now were it not for the 
Senatorial situation in Kentucky. If the 
Democrats carry the Legislature and it is 
impossible to beat Blackburn with any other 
man than Carlisle, then the President would 
like to see the latter in the Senate instead of 
the present free silver incumbent. 

Although Mr. Carlisle is an able man, his 
appointment would be a mistake, not be- 
cause there already is one Judge from Ken- 
tucky, but because there are many men who 
are much better qualified. Mr. Carlisle is 
by profession a lawyer, but he has been so 
constantly in public life for the last thirty 
years that he has failed to show that he has 


as much of a mistake to put him on the’ 
bench as it was to put Mr. Lamar there. 

Then Mr. Carlisle is 60 years old. A Judge 
of 50, who has been studying law all his life, 
will render much more effective service than 
one of 60, whose life has been spent in Con- 
gress instead of the courts.

So mtich of a stir have the Georgia women 
made, reinforced as they have been by peti- 
tions from New York, Massachusetts, and 
ether States, that the husbands of Georgia 
are getting alarmed. Perhaps they feel that 
they have not always treated their own 
wives well and are afraid of the consequences 
if the latter know they will escape the gal- 
lows if they murder their lords, Therefore 
the male citizens of the County of Twiggs, 
in which the deceased Mr. Nobles lived, have 
held a mass-meeting to demand the protec- 
tion of men by the execution of female mur- 
derers. They have adopted resolutions in

Do most solemnly, sincerely, and earnestly pro- 
test against the extension in any form of execu- 
tive clemency for this murderess, polluted with 
the lifeblood of her husband, and do hereby de- 
elare our perfect confidence in our chief magis- 
trate, and our belief that he will not be swerved 
from the performance of his sworn duty by a de- 
eire to cater to weak sentimentalism ar transient 


public feeling unless inspired by a desire for 
equal justice and the sacred execution of our laws. 


They also inform the Governor that if he 
does commute her sentence he may expect 
future offenders to be dealt with by Judge 
‘Lynch, “frem whose decision there is no ap- 
peal.“ 

Their petition is one which the Governor 
is more likely to heed than he is those of 
thousands of women, because husbands have 
votes and wives have not. Gov. Morton can- 
not be deterred from interfering with the 
execution of the death sentence by such con- 
‘siderations, for the male New-Yorkers, 
more chivalric or less timorous than the 
Georgians, have not yet held any mass- 
meetings to demand that a woman be put 
to death. Probably it is the first time in 


the history of the United States that such 


a meeting has been held. The women of 
Georgia should take heed. The men of that 
State are determined that their sex shall 
not save them from the gallows. As the 
making and the enforcing of the laws are in 
the hands of unsentimental men, the women 
should behave themselves and not plot 
against their husbands’ lives. 


TRYING TO CHECK IMMIGRATION. 

An organization calling itself the Immigra- 
tion Restriction League has prepared a bill 
on that subject which it intends to have in- 
troduced at the next session of Congress. 
It will raise the head tax from $1 to $10 and

WHY ENGLISH CAPITAL IS TIMID. 

The private deposits of the Bank of En- 
gland have increased nearly $40,000,000 dur- 
ing the last six months. The London Times 
explains that this is due in part to the fact 
that the annual savings of the country are 
being kept at home instead of being put into 
foreign investments. The Times says: 


Good authorities are of opinion that capitaliats 
in this country were in the habit, up to about 1892, 
of investing about £30,000,000 per annum in the 
United States, chiefly in railroad stock. This esti- 
mate errs, if it does err, on the side of moderation, 
but in a calculation of this kind the only estimate 
worth making is of a minimum. If we allow an- 
other twenty millions net for investments (allow- 
ing for conversions, refundings, and similar opera- 
tions) in other countries, we get a sum of £50,000, - 
00% per annum, which, up to five years ago, was 
employed abroad. This sum was certainly ex- 
ceeded in some years. It would seem, therefore, 
that at least £50,000,000 of money which used to 
be placed abroad is now retained at home. 

Why. it has been retained there is er- 
plained thus: 


But for the uneasinesswith which the Amori- 
can monetary system, the defects of which are 
only too well known to our readers, is regarded, 
there can be no doubt that a good deal more money 
would have already been reinvested in the United 
States, now that business is perceptibly improv- 
ing there. But the defects of the system remain 
still what they were, and many cautious people 
will refrain from putting their money into Ameri- 
can securities freely until they are remedied. 

The cause of this uneasiness is so well 
known that it hardly needs mention. It was 
the demand made by the free silverites for 
the adoption of a policy which would haye re- 
duced by 50 per cent the value of the securi- 
ties held abroad. These foreign holders 
knew also that the adoption of such a policy 
would paralyze industry here for a long 
time and make every American investment 
undesirable. Until the free coinage agita- 
tors have been suppressed utterly English 
investors will remain timid and will keep 
their capital at home, where they get next 
to nothing for it. They would be glad to use 
it here if they felt they could do so with 
safety. The capital they used here before 
they became alarmed paid them a good re- 
turn, and the American borrowers profited 
also. The United States has been a great 
loser pecuniarily by the free silver craze. 


PUBLIC GRAIN ELEVATORS. 

The grain elevator contest on the Chicago 
Board of Trade is not ended. The directors 
of the board have voted that certain ware- 
houses shall not be recognized as regu- 
lar,” but the managers of those houses 
seem determined not to accept the vote as 
final. They claim the right to be “ public,” 
and say the rules of the board do not pro- 
vide for the ruling out of elevators on the 
simple ground that there is more storage 
room than is wanted by the trade, that being 
the reason said to have been alleged in the 
cases in question. So they talk of appealing 
from the directors to the full board. 

Ot course there is no objection to any of the 
houses on the list being conducted as pri- 
vate elevators, but that does not content the 
managers. The real cause of the dissatis- 
faction with them is understood to be that 
they insist upon doing a big private business 
in buying and selling grain on their own ac-

The Latest Sea Serpents. 


Two Front fishermen while following their 
calling one day last week saw what seemed 
be a beer keg floating about seventy-five yards 
away. One of them fired at it wit a repeating 
rifle, when the supposed beer keg resolved itself 
into an enormous sea serpent and came at them 
with head erect and hissing horribly. The men 
began to pull for the shore. The snake came on 
with great leaps and bounds. and was within 
twenty-five yards of the boat when the man with 
the rifle suddenly bethought himself of his 
weapon again. He dropped his oar, picked up 
his gun, and blazed away at the dread monster 
The bullet evidently hit the 
mark, for the serpent stopped and began to 
thrash the water. It continued this performance 
ten minutes, emitting frightful hisses the while, 
and then slowly moved away. Though aimost 
paralyzed with fear the two men retained suffi- 
cient presence of mind to notice that the snake 
was about sighteen feet long, with a very thick 
body and an enormous flat head.” Far different 
was the sea serpent or nondescript marine mon- 
ster seen by the officers of two Spanish men-of- 
war cruising near Havana about the same time. 
They describe itasa “monstrous fish.” It was 
„ fifty yards in length. One of the vessels in 
fact collided with the fish, “ injuring its bottom 
plates "’—the bottom plates of the steamer—and 
„after a thorough search they found the crea- 
ture. It was followed by others of the same 
species, but smaller.“ According to the officers 
e the fish was almost the size of the cruiser.” 
The inference clearly 1s that there is more than 
one kind of sea serpent. Some resemble beer 
kegs and others are shaped like fish, and are 
larger than whales. Without taking into ac 
count the serpent that lately came ashore on 
Blackwell's Island, New York ee. with a 
rope around its neck, and was unquestionably a 
fraud, there has been more . startling in- 
formation let loose on the public this summer 
pertaining to the sea serpent than for many 
years.

those who are unaware that Luther loved 
“wine, omen, and song,” and despised 
ascetics. But those who consider the pri- 
vate character of both, as revealed in their 
casual utterances, will hardly call it far- 
fetched or fanciful. Both were grand, rough 
men, attractive to some minds, repulsive to 
éthers, whose coarseness was inseparable 
from .their strength. Those who believe 
Ristharck’s work could have been accom- 
plished by gentler means hazard the same 
sort of dubious conjecture as those who 
deem the work of Luther could have been 
done by the amiable Erasmus.—The West- 
minster Review.

NO SIGN NOF REACTION. 


BUSINESS OONTINUES UNUSUALLY 
BRISK FOR MID3UMMER. 


— 


Settlement Between Coal Miners and Em- 
ployers in Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
and Indiana Has Been Particularly 
Helpful to the General Trade Situation 
Reports of the Week by R. d. Dun & 
Co. and Bradstreet’s—Speculation Suc- 
cessful in Cotton - Decrease in Failures. 


New York, Aug. 9.—R. G. Dun & Co. in 
their weekly review of trade say: 

Business continues unusually active for 
midsummer and though there is perceptible 
relaxation there are no signs of reaction, The 
one change of great importance which the 
last week has brought is eminently helpful 
the amicable settlement between coal miners 
and employers in Western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and Indiana, It is said that about 
100,000 men will have their wages increased 
after Oet. 1 by ihis adjustment, and while the 
enlargement of purchasing power is of con- 
sequence it seems even more important that 
a chronic cause of controversy has been re- 
moved by the new agreement as to company 
stcres. There is no important change in crop 
prospects and at this time no news is emi- 
nently good news, 

Speculation has been more successful in 
cotton than in any other product during the 
last week, and has lifted the price an eighth.. 
Wheat has declined a fraction with very 
scanty transactions, the extremely small 
Western receipts influencing the market for 
the present more than the restricted er- 
ports. The concerted withholding of wheat 
by Western farmers, if continued, would 
doubtiess affect the price in the end, but it 
has already stopped Atlantic exports almost 
entirely, the amount, flour included, having 
been only 753,330 bushels for the last week, 
against 2,986,436 bushels for the same week 
last year, and when foreign markets have sup- 
plied their neede from other quarters the 
Western farmers may find reason to regret 
that they did not ship their wheat at the ordi- 
nary time. Corn tends to lower prices with 
more encouraging prospects, and the expecta- 
tion of a heavy corn crop affects prices of 
provisions, as might be expected. 

The industries continue to make progress, 
and higher prices for iron and steel products 
prove the supply has not yet outrun the 
demand, Bessemer iron is a shade weaker, 
but gray forge has advanced about 60 cents, 
and finished products are reimarkab.y firm. 
Lake copper has &dvanced to 12 cents. Tin 
has declined about a quarter of a cent, and is 
quoted at $14.20. Lead is a little stronger, 
at $3.35. The anthracite coal market is 
completely demoralized, and prices have 
again yielded a little to about the lowest ever 
known. 

Sales of wool are notas much inflated by 
speculation as they were during the first half 
of July, but they still considerably exoeed the 
actual consumption ia the manufacture, 
amounting at the three chief markets to 
6,259,300 pounds. Prices are very firm. 
Some staple cotton goods have again ad- 
vanced in price, and the market is unusually 
strong for the season.

Bloomington Bulletin: George F. Root is 
dead. The end came suddenly and found him 
rich in honor and years. Root’s battle songs 


were worth a thousand men on many a trying 
day during the civil war. 


Fond du Dae Commonwealth: It will 
never be known this side of eternity how impor- 
tant was the helpfulness and how enduring the 
influence of Mr. Root's songs of the war. They 
had an influence in kindling patriotism in the 
hearts of men that nothing else could inspire. 


Champaign Gazette: It has been said that 
George F. Root had no power as a lofty and sus- 
tained musical composer; but he had the power 
to stir men’s souls, and if he had been a classical 
composer he could only have touched the hearts. 
of the few. Bringing the case down to merit in 
service done for the cause of patriotism no man 
of the war period better deserves a national 
monument than he. 


La Salle (III.) Tribune: The death of Dr. 
George F. Root, the veteran composer, will be 
received with universal regret, both in this 
country and in England. He was a song writer, 
and became famous throughout the United 
States by the stirring songs which had such pa- 
triotic infinence during the civil war. In the old 
country his sacred music has always been appre- 
ciated, and the books prepared by him for the 
use of Sunday-schools are used by thousands. 


South Bend Tribune: Death has wrapped 
its somber mantle about the clay of George F. 
Root, the noted composer, but not until the na- 
tion dies can the memory of his songs or of the 
writer pass from — Who that has beard 
the grand old son ramp, Tramp, Tramp.“ 
“ Just Before the Battle, Mother.” or The Bat- 
tle Cry of om,“ could forget George F. 
Root? They breathe the soul of patriotic senti- 
ment, stir feelings of love for country, and make 
wild with enthus * the veteran in blue. 


Pittsburg Dispatch: Announcement of the 
death of Dr. Root will remind many people of a 
half forgotten fact, that he was the composer of 
some of the most stirring patriotic songs of 
America. It is probable that thousands who 
knew his songs never know the composer's name, 
but it is certain his music will live long yet, 
though the author is 118 to — grave. It 
was the civil war that lent Dr. Root his inspira- 
tion, and there is a patriotic fire in his songs only 
possible of expression under the stimulus of great 
national events. 


English Vessel Construction, 


Boston Herald: The 30th of June last there 
were unde? construction in the English ship- 
yarde, besides the vessels intended for England 
and English colonies, twelve steamers built on 
Russian account, eight on Norwegian account, 


four for France, and three for Germany, the last 


having an average tonnage of about 4,000 tons 
each. So far as cheapness of ship construction 
goes the English have a great advantage over the 
people of other countries, It is not, except in a 
minor degree, a qnestion of wages, for the rea- 
son the wages paid on the Clyde and the 
Tyne are more than twice as great as those paid 
in Russia or Norway, and quite 50 per cent 
greater than the average wages paid to workmen 
in Germany and France. Butour English cons- 
ins understand the art of ship constenction, al- 
though in a number of respects their vessels are 
not equal to those built on this side of the At 
lantic. But the Germans, Russians, French, and 
Norwegians realize that, as a man who wishes to 
be a carpenter must 27 himself with saw. 
hammer, chisel and plane, no matter where they 
are constructed. and the cheaper he can get them 
the better if the implements are good and serv- 
iceable, so the nation that would build up a mor- 
chant marine must supply its sailors with their 
tools of trade and allow them to get these 
wherever what they want can be met at the low- 

est price. 


Lundy’s Lane Heroes to Be Honored. 


The unknown heroes who fell in the hard- 
fought little battle of Lundy's Lane with the 
British and Canadians July 25, 1814, are to 
have their memories perpetuated by a monu- 
ment to be erected in the cemetery on Diamond 
Hill, on the Canadian side, not far distant from 
Niagara Falls, by the Dominion Government. 

The monument will be built of granite. The 
shaft will be —— by six ste These 
and the first two bases will be of fine 8 
work. At the top of the upper base, and at each 
angle, will be placed a pile of cannon balls, as 
will also be the case with the ornamented parts 
which terminate the ram * that a from each 
angle of the base. The die will be octagonal in 
form. The four faces will be polished, the angles 
bammered and ornamented with bronze shivide, 
on the face of which will be inserted 
the name of the regiments which took part in the 
battle. Over the die will be a heaviiy molded 
capital. on the front of which will be cut in large 
raised letters the words Lundy's Lane.“ 

The shaft will be of one block, weighing over 
five tons. its face will be a wreath of maple 
and the date 1812.14 in bronze. The monu- 
ment will be about forty feet high, with an ex- 
treme width at the steps of twenty feet, and from 
its commanding position iu the cemetery it will 
have an imposing appearance.

‘to the principal Western cities and 
endeavor to induce.the vatious roads to be- 
come members of the proposed Western 
Passenger Associations. The committee in 
its report says it visited St. Louis June 14 
and had a conference with General Traffic 
Manager Miller of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, who stated that pending a settle- 
ment of the troubles involving reduction in 
freight rates in Southwestern Traffic Asso- 
ciation territory the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas would not join any passenger asso- 
ciation. When a settlement of the freight 
rate question was reached, Mr. Miller said, 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas might 
change its position and enter into an agree- 
ment with the other lines interested to cover 
ether than Texas business. He also ex- 
plained that his company’s interest in the 
business to be covered by the proposed. 
agreement was comparatively smal! and. 
would therefore, if it should become a party 
to the agreement, be guided by the desires 
of other lines with larger interests. As re- 


ee gards Texas business, Mr. Miller said his 


company would sign an agreement pror, 
vided existing freight troubles were adjust- 
ed, with the unde ding, however, that 


it should be independent and separate from 


any other agreement, and should make pro- 
vision for redemption of tickets only when 
purchased to test the market at a rate not 
exceeding regular tariff, and without pen- 
alties. 

The menibers of the committee directly 
interested in the Texas business do not be- 
lieve the Missouri, Kansas and Texas is pre- 
pared to attend a meeting for the further 
consideration of the proposed passenger 
agreement pending restoration of existing 
reduced one-way rates to and from Texas. 
On the other hand, other principal Texas 
lines seem to be of the opinion that a gen- 
eral meeting of Texas lines should be held 
to consider all questions relating to restora- 
tion of rates and adoption of an agreement 
on business to and from Texas points.

HE INVENTED THE WAY TO UTILIZE 


NIAGARA’S MIGHTY POWER 


The Two-Phase Generator and Alternating 
Current Will Transmit Electric Power 
for Long Distances Economically~He 
Has Given the World a Complete Solu- 
tion of the Problem Which Has Taxed 
the Brains of the Greatest Electro- 
Scientists of the Last Two Decades, 


In 1877 Sir William Siemens, the great in- 
ventor, who had lately been to America, in 
an address before the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, said among other things: The advan- 
tage of utilizmg water power applies, how- 
ever, chiefly to continental countries, with 
large elevated plateaus, such as Sweden and 
the United States of America, ana it is inter- 
esting to contemplate the magnitude of power 
which is nowfor the most part lost, but 
which may be, sooner or later, called into 
requisition. Take the Falle of Niagara as a 
familiar example, The amount of water pass- 
ing over this fall has been estimated at 100,- 
000,000 tons per hour, and its perpendicular 
descent may be taken at 150 feet, without 
counting the rapids, which represent a fur- 
ther fall of 150 feet, making a total of 300 
feet between lake and lake. But the force 
represented by the principal fall alone 
amounts to 6,800,000 horse-power, an 
amount which, if it had to be produced by 
steam, would necessitate an expenditure 
of not less than millions of tons of coal 
per day. It would not be very difficult, 
indeed, to realize a large portion of 
the power so wasted, by means of turbines 


and water wheels erected ori the shores of the 


deep river below the falls, supplying them 
from races out along the edges. But it would 
be im possible to utiiize the power on the spot, 
the district being devoid of mineral wealth or 
other natural inducements for the establish- 
ment of factories. In order to render avail- 
able the force of falling water at this and 
hundreds of other places similarly situated 
we must devise a practical means of trans- 
porting the power, As regards electricul 
transmission, suppose water power be em- 
ployed to give motion to a dynamo-electrical 
machine, a very powerful electrical current 
will be the result, which may be carried toa 
great distance through a large metallic con- 
ductor, and then be madeto impart motion 
to electro-magnetic engines, to igaite the car- 
bon points of electric lamps, or to effect the 
separation of metals from their combinations. 
A copper rod, three inches in diameter, would 
be capabie of transmitting 1,000 horsé-power 
a distance of, say, thirty miies—an amount 
sufficient to supply 250,000 candie-power, 
which would suffice to illuminate a moderate- 
ly-sized town.“

dynamo-electrical machine which could trans- 
mit an, electrical current econotmicaily even 
one mile from where it was generated. | 


Laughed at Him, 


The audience amiled incredulously. And it 
is unlikely that asingle man present, except 
the orator himself, gave any serious thought 
to the question. It was looked upon as a 
dream. But the visitor to Niagara today 
would speedily ba. impressed with the fact 
that dream of tne great German of 1877 
is the accomplished reality of this year 1895. 
Perhaps the most romantic part of the story 
of this great enterprise would be the history 
of the career of the man above ail men who 
made it possible—not an American, nota 
Britisher, neither a Frenchman nor a Ger- 
man, but a Montenegrin, a man of humble 
birth, who has risen almost before he reached 
the fullness of manhood to a place in the first 
rank of the world’s great scientists and dis- 
coverers—Nikola Tesla.

provisions of the act of 1870 are sufficiently im- 


portant to make their extension to all forms of 


insurance desirable. * 

By a decision rendered in July, 1894, in the case 
of Given vs, Rittew the Supreme Court has opened 
the doors to a double form of insurance by mutual 
companies which this department had consist- 
ently sought to prevent as unwise. It is held 
under the act of 1876 authorizing the Incorporation 
of companies on the joint stock or mutual plan, 
and providing that a company cannot insure on 
both plans, that a mutual. company is not pre- 
verrted from issuing both cash policies and poli- 
cies payable by assessment. The insured in both 
cases are declared to be members. 
holder under the cash plan is not liable for assess- 
ments under a by-law of the company making all 
members Hable where the by-law was not brought 
o his notice before the issue of the policy. It is 
difficult to believe that this privilege was ever in- 
tended to be conferred by the law, although not 
prevented by it as it should have been. 

The business of insurance against loss by fire was 
by reason of its nature, its magnitude, and the 
temptation to improper practice which it pre- 
sented a proper subject for legislation and con- 
trol. The question was not, therefore, one of power 


over the subject but of the manner in which the 


conceded power must be exercised. It could not be 
delegated to the Insurance Commissioner as was 
attempted in the act of 1891, and that act was 
declared void because clearly unconstitutional. 
In October, 1894, the Supreme Court affirmed the 
constitutionality of the act of 1870 which pro- 
hibits unincorporated companies from doing a 
fire insurance business. Under this decision the 
associations known as Lioyds cannot place fire 
risks in Pennsylvania without inviting the penalty 
of the law. 

The Commissioner says in his report that legis- 
lation designed to lessen the cost of insurance 
would be made much more effective if oftener 
turned in the direction of safeguarding property 
than is now ordinarily done. In fact, a consider- 
able proportion of attempted legislation has an 
effect the opposite of what is intended. The enact- 
ment of a building law adjustable to the different 
classes of cities could not fail to reduce the fire 
waste, and whatever accomplishes that must have 
its influence in reducing the cost of insurance. 
The general use of electricity in recent years, 
necessitating the equipping of buildings with 
wires often heavy currents, makes great- 
er care in building more than ever desirable. It 
has been estimated also that defective flues are 


the cause of 25 per cent of all the losses by fire | 


throughout the country. The remedy for this is to 
be found in properly constructed buildings, and 
such can be had under reasonable restrictions of 
law and intelligent supervis

else. Next came the iow-tension incandes- 
cent system, which was gradually and suc- 
cessfully adopted for both arc lighting and 
motor service. But the limitations of this 
system were within such narrow lines that it 
was proved at once to be far short of pertec- 
tion in a commercial sense. 


Single-Phase System Tried, 


The distance from the station to which this 
low tension direct current can be profitably 
transmitted is not over a mile and a half. 
Clearly, something else was needed. In 1887 
the single-phase alternating system was first 
introduced in this country. It wasastep in 
advance, yet not the ideal, in that only light- 
ing could be done by the system, there bemg 
no fit motor invented for this current. A short 
time after this—in 1888—patents were first 
issued to Nikola Tesla on a complete poiy- 
phase alternating system. He labored dili- 
gently, taking outin all twenty-nine uncon- 
tested patents, covering every part of the sys- 
tem, and it was not long before the scientific 
world knew that the long-hidden resuit was 
achieved—an electrical system, perfectly well 
adapted for use in small Villages, but still 
so flexible that both arc and incandescent 
lights and power for factories or milis can be 
profitably furnished twenty miles or more 
from the dynamo. Indeed, the limit of dis- 
tance over which it may practically be trans- 
mitted is not yet 5g eee and such 
engineers as Mr. E. H. Kennelly and Prof. 
Houston assert with confidence that Albany, 
300 miles away, can easily be lighted and 
supplied with power from the great plant at 
Niagara Falls. To Tesla belongs the honor 
of being the man whose work mafe this Niag- 
ara enterprise possible, for without the possi- 
bility of long-distance transmission with 
practical motor service no way could have 
been found for utilizing profitably tne almost 
boundless power of the great waterfall. 


Specially Constructed Generators, 


To carry out Tesla’s inventions requires 
generators of special construction—that is, 
generators capable of producing two alter. 
nating currents of electricity at the same time 
in such relation to each other that one cur- 
rent is at its highest voltage while the other is 
at its lowest voltage. These currents can be 
produced by the generators at any required 
voltage, or they can be raised from a couple 
of thousand volts at the generator to 10,000, 
20.000, or 30,000 volts by means of trans-

Wheat is estimated to yield an average of 
10.91 ‘bushels per acre. One year ago the 
estimates were for an average of 15.47 bush- 
eis. The reports as to quality vary greatly 
from the same and adjoining localities. 

The number of bushels of wheat reported 
marketed in July ds 437,804, as compared 
with 847,9 72 reported marketed in July, 
1894, and the amount marketed in the twelve 
months, August-July, is 11,007,604 bushels, 
as compared with 15,146,278 bushels in the 
same months last year. 

Oats are estimated to yield 22 bushels per 
acre in the southern counties, 23 in the cen- 
tral, and 17 in the northern, the average for 
the State being 21. 

The average condition of corn is 79 per 
cent, comparison being with vitality and 
growth of avgrege years, and potatoes are es- 
timated to yield 70 per cent uf an average
